Another 
Time this Philoſopher came to Plato's Houſe, and as 
he walk'd on the rich Carpets with which the Floor of 
the Hall was covered: See, faid Diogenes, how Itram- 
ple on Plato's Pride, Tes, ſaid Plato, but with greater 
Certainly, the greateſt Philoſophers, Doors, and 
even Saints themſelves, have their Errors and Failings.

'This is a Fortreſs belonging to the King of Denmark, 
and efteem'd one of the trongelt in Zurepe, Vet it was 
taken by Storm; Whercin the Daues loſt Ninety three 
principal Officers, and about Three Thouſand common 
Soldiers; Thirty three Colours; Seventy ſeven great 
Guns of Iron and Brafs ; Three hundred and eighty 
two Barrels of Powder ; Forty thouſand Muſquet Bul- 
lets; Six hundred Granado's ; Three thouſand Pikes, 
and Two thouſand two hundred Suits of Armour. 5 

This Victory makes the Swedes appear terrible to 
their Enemies; and they are look'd upon as the only 
flouriſhing Nation in the North, as France is in the 
Weſt. Vet to ſhew that there's no unmix'd Happineſs 
here below, their Intereſt has been much leſſen'd by the 
Deſertion of the Brandenburghers, who now ſeem to 
Favour the Cauſe of King Ca/imir. 5 

That Monarch had an Interview lately with the 
El:or of Brandenburg, at a Place call'd Broombergh; 
where they embrac'd one another, banqueted together, 
and buried all the Memoirs of Enmity in generous Com- 
potations: For this is the Way of the Northern Princes 
of Europe, who live in ſo cold a Climate, that nothing 
leſs than a Debauch of Wine can thaw their frozen 
Souls, and melt 'em into an obliging Humour. 

As for the State of England, I perceive thou know'{t 


the Character of Oliver, the new Sovereign of that 


Commonwealth. Yet I can inform thee, that he be- 
gins to change his Temper. There are Perſons in his 
Court, who give conſtant Inteiligence to the King of 
France of all his Secrets, And as the exil'd King of 
Scots could not ſnuff a Candle in a Paffon, but that 
U/urper had Knowledge of it; ſo neither can Oliver 
have a Dream, but ſome ſpightful Mercury carries the 
Vor. V. K News 
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News into Foreign Countries. His Sleep is interrupted 
with fearful Viſions of Plots and Treas againſt his 
Life; which makes him change his Bed five or fix times 
a Night. They ſay he is metamorphos'd from a Hero 
to a perfect Coward. And this is not the Report of the 
Multitude, who take Things upon Truſt; but *tis the 
Sport of the French Grandees, who wiſh well to the 
Son of the late murther'd Eng/ King. 

I I muſt be irregular in my Method * Writing, that I 
may oblige thee with military Remarks. A more par- 
ticular Account of the Storm of Fredericks-Ode is juſt 
come to my Hands, wherein we are affur'd, that it was 


taken at the firſt Aſſault, which much a er the 


Honour of General Wrang/e ; and that the Crown- 
Marſhal of Denmark, with many Senators and Gran- 
dees, fell by the Edge of the Sword ; and that Two 
thouſand Captives were driven yok'd in Couples like 
Beaſts, as an Augmentation of the Conqueror's Triumph. 

Thou wilt not be diſpleas'd at the little Coherence 
and Order of theſe Memoirs, conſidering that it ſuits 
well enough with the Subject; for I write a la Cam- 
pagne, as the French ſay, and ſo am obliged to enter- 
tain thee with broken Detachments of? al from ſe- 
veral Parts, as Occaſion offers. 

The Spaniards are ſtark mad, for the Loſs of Mar- 
dike, which was taken by the Exgliſb and French in the 
gth Moon, and all the Garriſon ſent Priſoners to Calais.

gives the Lye to Herodotus, Divdorus, Strabo, Pliny, | 
and other Writers of Greece and Rome. Neither will 
he conſent in all Things to our Arabian Hiſtories. 

He ſays, the Pyramids are neither ſo high, nor does 
their Baſis take up ſo much Ground, hs is reported by 
the Ancients. He laughs at thoſe who affirm they caſt 
no Shadows at Noon, having experienc'd the contrary 
when the Sur was in Capricorn. And we may believe 
him in this, on good Ground: For it is recorded of 
Walen Mileſius, Who liv'd above two thouſand Years 
ago, that he took the Height of theſe Pyramids by their 
Shadows. 

There are three of theſe adininible geructures not 1. 
from Caire, and about eighteen more in the Deſarts of 


Tybia. It is generally ſuppos d, that they were built 


for Sepulchres of the Egyptian Kings, ſome of them 
before the Food, the reſt after. There are not wanting 
Hiiſtorians who aſſert the greateſt of the Pyramids to be 
"the Tomb of Seth, the Son of Adam. 

"-Touf was within this mighty Fabrick, and atteſts, 
chat after he and his Company had deſcended and af- 
\cended through certain Galleries, they came at laſt to a 


ſquare 
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e Chamber, wall'd about with pure Thebairk Mar- 
lz; in the Middle of which was a Cheſt of the ſame: 
Stone, which when ſtruck with the Foot, ſounded like 
a muſical Inſtrument. It is believ'd: that in this Cheſt 
was laid che Body of the King who built that n. 
id. 

y The ancient Eeyptians were of Opinion, that even 
aſter that which we call Death, or the Separation of 
the Soul and Body, there were certain Arts to retain em 
together; if not in ſo ſtridt and intimate an Union as 
before, yet in a very familiar Correſpondence for many 
Ages. So that the Soul ſhould always take delight to 
hover about the Body, and to exerciſe its mn in 
the Place where that was repoſed. 

For this Reaſon, in the firſt Place, they conkein out tthe 
Bowels, and whatſoever was moſt liable to Corruption: 

And having waſt'd the empty Belly with Wine of 
Palms, mix d with aromatick Powders, they ſtuffꝰd it 
with Myrrh, Caſſia, and many coſtly Confections, and 
then ſew'd it up. After this, they purify'd the whole 
Body with Nitre; and having drawn out the Brains by 
the Noſtrils with a Hook they fill'd up the Skull with 
melted Gums. And laſt of all, they ſwathed up the 
whole Body in Silk, ſmearing it over with rich Mixture 
of Bitumen, Spices and Gums, and ſo delivered it ng 
the Kindred to be laid up in the Sepulchre. 

Theſe were the Preparations they made to court the 

Preſence of the Soul, by. rendring the Body for ever 
{weet and incorruptible. And that the Majeſty of Royal 
Ghoſts might never be interrupted or vielated by the 
Neighbourhood of wa/gar Spirits, or the ruder Approach 
of Mortals; Kings built theſe magnificent: Pikes, as the 
Palacss of their laſ Repoſe. Tis therefore they were 
cee rected in deſart and unfrequented Places, and in ſuch a 
Form as was eſteemed the moſt durable and ſecure from 
the Injuries of Time, the Aſſaults of the Eliments, and 
from the common Fate of all human Enter prizes. 
Each Stone of a prodigious Bulk, and rivetted to the 
next with a Bar of Iron; which with the Strength and 
invincible Faſtneſs of the Cement, renders it a Thing 
Unpoſlible for ny one of theſe Pyramids to be demo- 


liſhed. 
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liſhed, tho/-all;Mankind were ſet to work for many 
ſueseſſiuef Generations. é ⁹⁰ eget off e 
Mamum the Caliph of Babylon, attempted to do 
it, but in vain. For after he had ſet his Men to work, 
and been at vaſt Expences, they made but one ſmall 
- Breach, fo inconſiderable, that being made ſenſible it 
would exhauſt his Treaſures to remove hut the hundredth 
Part of the Pyramid, he dated full of Wonder ab the 
Wiſdom. of the Hunden.. 
If it be we that the Soul may by lach Allurements 
as theſe, be prevaiPd on to remain with the Baay in its 
Sepulchre, — that a Man's future Happineſs conſiſts in 
this, I ſhoald myſelf admire and imitate thoſe Egyptian 
Sages. I would in my Life-time build me a ſmall 
Maꝛzſoleum, according to my Ability, and order in my 
laft; Will and Teſtament, that my Body be embalm'd 
and / condited for a pereptual Duration. But if none of 
theſe Arts can alter the Decrees of Deſtiny, or force 
an immortal Spirit from ranging where it pleaſes; I 
muſt;conctude with Pliny, that this celebrated Wiſdom 
of the Egyp/:ans, was no other than glorious Folly, and 
all the Magnifieence of their — 5 e ſueh 
5 agen Sepulchres, but Royal Waſte, | 
They themſelves in thus 1 en to 2 
cure the Soul's Abode with the Body after Death, tacitly 
own'd, That by the Courſe of Nature it would imme - 
diately paſs into ſome other. Nay, the Tranſmigration 
of Souls was an eſtabliſh'd Doctrine in Egypt. How 
then could they be ſo blind as to imagine a dead Carcuſc, 
however perfum'd and fenced againſt Corruption, was 
more inviting than an Ebrio form'd to live? Or that 
it was more eligible for the Soul to be impriſon'd in a 
dark Durgeon (for no better are the Inſides of the Py- 
rantid: ) than to enjoy the Light of the Sun, Mn and 
Stars, and the various Sweets of the EJements? Bro- 
ther, in my Opinion, twere better to be a Bird, a 
Worm, a Fly, or any living Thing, than to be thus 
immur d tar many Ages, un ere pe Companion, 
but an old free ere e lex. 
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«Jhuf has made ſome Remarlæs on chè River NU 
which he ſays Egypt owes not only its Corn and Fruits, 
bat alſo the very Soil which brings em forth. For 
every Year, at the Time of Inundation, that River 
brings along with it from Arbiopia, or ſome other 
Regions through which it paſſes, abundance of Slime 
and Mud, with which it covers all the Land of Egypt, 
leaving it behind at the Decrenſe of the Waters; ſò that 

the Soil of Egypt is borrowed from other Cnantriet. 
And if this be true, for ought we know, the Place of 
its Situation may be borrowed from the Sea, ATcoraig 
to the Opinion of ſome ancient Philoſophers, | 

Herodotus, | Pliny and others were of this Perſuaſion, ' 
grounding their Conjectures on the nearer Approaches 
of the Continent to the Iſlan Pharos, from the Time 
of Hemer, who exactly calculated its Diſtance. + And 
they concluded, that the immenſe Quantities of Slime 
which the Nile tranſports from the mounta inous Regiunt 
of 4/rica, might in the Space of two Mziriads of Vears 
have filled up all that Part of the Sea, nn is now 
firm Land, and called Zeypr.
